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The Last Chapter: Wherein War Loses Another Glory 


OUR thousand years ago the Assyrians hitched their 
horses to crude chariots and bore down upon their 
unmounted enemies in murderous charge. They killed 
with arrow, spear, sword, and hoof. ‘Then the charioteers 
returned to camp, knee deep in the severed heads of their 
foes. A great new instrument of war had been discovered 
—the horse. 


The Assyrians exploited the horse and their own monu- 
mental cruelty to keep the Asiatic world under their domina- 
tion for centuries. After them, power learned to shift 
according as man learn ed to ride and bear destruction with 
him, on horseback. 


Philip of Macedon dismayed and disrupted his enemies 
with the phalanx. When he added swift-moving cavalry 
he was able to destroy the foes which otherwise might have 


lived to fight against him another time. 


Alexander’s conquest of western Asia hinged upon his 
genius for flanking and enveloping the enemy with cay- 
alry. At the battle beside the River Hydaspes in 326 B. C. 
his 9,000 foot soldiers and 5,000 horsemen faced the Indian 
army of Porus. In the center of the Indian army’s front 
was a four-mile stretch of elephants bearing heavily armed 
warriors. At either flank were a hundred and fifty char- 
iots, each with four horses and six men. Behind were 
30,000 soldiers, protected at each flank by 2,000 light 
cavalry. Alexander’s horsemen rounded the huge force on 
either side, attacked at the rear, and, according to the tastes 
of those days, enjoyed a tremendous slaughter, made all the 


more delightful by the fact that there were so many to 
destroy. 


Hannibal’s cavalry brought him to ring his spear 
against the gates of Rome, and Hannibal was conquered 
only when Rome provided cavalry for her ablest general. 
When the Roman Empire finally fell it was because the 
barbarians made better use of their horses. At Adrianople 
in 378 A. D. the Visigoths had a new stirrup which made 


them more effective than ever, and they destroyed the 


Emperor Valens and 40,000 legionnaires. The blood- 
dipped swords of the Gothic riders that day wrote a lesson 


which ruled military tactics for a thousand years. 

In the latter part of the twelfth century Genghis Khan 
came out of Mongolia. His cavalry was the most destruc- 
tive force in military history, annihilating whole peoples and 


riding on flushed with the pleasurable prospect of new anni- 
hilations. 


In Europe armor came and went, gunpowder came 
and stayed. The horse had his ups and downs, but at Blen- 
heim in 1704 he was still deciding the fate of the world. 
Frederick the Great won most of his battles through the 
skilful use of cavalry. Napoleon’s decline began when his 
cavalry met their superiors in Russia . . . . Decisive victories 
in the first World War hinged upon mounted troops. By 
the second World War men had come down from their 
horses and climbed into roaring mechanical horses—and 


birds. 


The savage exhilaration of charging the foe had gone 
long ago. Men only imagined, from the books they read, 
what is was like to raise a shining sword in the sunlight, 
bring it down, and raise it again, red and wet on the up- 
stroke. The comradeship of man and horse was gone, 


whether for the quiet days of peacetime or the ecstasy of 
battle. 


From the strange glory of war a measure of gratifi- 
cation had departed. To lift a warrior’s heart and send 
him into battle drunk with his own courage, horsepower is 
a poor substitute for a horse. 


Last month the eightieth Congress of the United States 
passed an act to transfer the Remount Service from the 
Department of the Army to the Department of Agriculture, 
effective July 1, 1948. Whether for good or ill, the Army 
has decided to get along without horses. 

Four thousand years is a long time for an animal to have 
wrought out the destiny of man. It is pardonable if we 
pause these two minutes to look back—a little wistfully. 

Even in agriculture the horse is now becoming some- 
thing of a pensioner. He earns his way, and more, but 
year by year insensate machines are crowding him aside.

Smith Gate Good---for Trotters; 
Kyne Will Try It for Runners 


Los ANGELES 

Edward M. Smith does not like the 
stall-type gates used at every track in 
the land to start Thoroughbred races. 
Never one to hide his feelings, Smith buys 
page advertisements in the newspapers 
and magazines to let everyone know that 
he detests the gate. 

E. M. Smith has a gate of his own that 
he would like to see in use at Thorough- 
bred race tracks. It is a mobile affair that 
currently is being used to start the trots 
at Santa Anita. It has been used at Go- 
shen. Northville Downs. and Maywood 
Park. and it will be used at Roosevelt 
Raceway as soon as Smith can get around 
to whipping out a few more. 

For starting harness races. it is a good 
gate. It is, in fact. an excellent gate. 
This reporter, who has not seen them all, 
by any means. could be convinced with- 
out much argument that the Smith gate 
is the finest thing that has happened to 
harness racing since Greyhound came 
along. But for starting running races, 
well, that is something else. 


THE ANSWER. Smith's  advertise- 
ments do not state what his gate will do 
for Thoroughbreds. His advertisements 
are predicated along a different line. If 
a horse bumps his noggin on some of the 
upholstery, or a favorite is left, flatfooted 
and foolish, in the gate, this, to Mr. Smith. 
is news. It calls for a paid page spread. 
Smith is anxious for everyone to come out 
and see the accident that happened across 
the street. He does not claim that with 
his gate there won't be any accidents. 

So. to learn what his gate will do to 
reduce the accident rate, this reporter 
sought out E. M. Smith at Santa Anita. 

How will the horses be kept in align- 
ment? 

In Smith’s book, that’s easy; all the 
jockeys have to do is gallop up to the 
gate, which starts moving, and zoom— 
they’re away. 

But how can one be certain the horses 
will be in a straight line at the start? 

That is up to the jockeys; a little school- 
ing, and you have it. As simple as that. 

Well. asked this reporter, trying a 
different tack, how about the outside horse? 
Will he be able to get away as quickly 
as the inside horse, which is clear of the 
gate immediately ? 

“The outside horse is out of it, any- 
way, Smith declared. “He's got 90 feet 
(the width of the track) to make up, so 
he has no chance, anyway. 
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“No one watches the starts at running 
races,” Smith went on. “The tracks do 
not want anyone to see what goes on. That 
is because horses are held, beaten, and 
otherwise mistreated.” Being a citizen, 
Smith is entitled to his opinion. 

This reporter has watched the Smith 
gate in operation at the Santa Anita trots. 
To back up a moment, I told him I thought 
it is an excellent gate for harness races 
but that, in my opinion. it would not do 
for the runners. 


BACKGROUND. “I don’t care what 
you write about my gate.” Smith replied 
with what is undoubtedly a characteristic 
feeling toward the world in general. “I'll 
buy a page ad in the New York Times 
and say what I think about you.” That 
seems like a waste of money. 

E. M. Smith has accumulated a lot of 
money he can afford to waste. At 11 years 
of age he began working as a laborer in 
a factory in Pittsburgh, Pa. When he was 
15, he left home. Years ago he founded 
the Emsco Derrick Co., in Los Angeles, 


which he gave his own name, then sold out 
to the Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com. 
pany, for $5,000,000. Now 67, he owns 
five cattle and farm lands in Arizona. and 
is founder and president of the Globe Oil 
Tool Co.. of Los Nietos, Calif. He main. 
tains the business, he says. just to have 
some place “to get his mail.” 

Smith got into the racing gate construc. 
tion business by accident. During the 
first season of sulky racing in Los Angeles, 
officials of the Western Harness associa. 
tion came up with something that looked 
like a Rube Goldberg version of a span 
from the Golden Gate Bridge. In order 
to move the contraption from the six-fur- 
long chute. say, to the home stretch, jt 
was necessary to lift it with a crane. The 
most charitable thing that can be said for 
the gate is that the season passed with no 
one being decapitated. 

As an engineering genius (and I think 
the description fits him quite well), E. M. 
Smith was called in to see what he could 
do in the way of producing a new and 
better harness gate. He took one look 
at the thing. and retired to his junkpile 
with the remark that he would look around 
for some old parts, throw them together, 
and build a better gate. He did. 


EVOLUTION. Last spring he came out 
with a gate that was maneuvered from two 
synchronized racing cars, one on either 
side of the track, with the arms of the 
gate opening in the middle and swinging 
towards the rails. It was a vast improve- 
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The Ad That Wasn’t There 


Editor’s note. In recent months readers of Turf publications have been 
puzzling over a series of advertisements for the “E. M. Smith patented start- 


ing gate.” 


These advertisements have been concerned mainly with attacks 


upon the types of stall gates now in use. 

Not all these ads have been published by Tut Bioop-Horsr. One was 
definitely declined because of its objectionable nature. A part of the private 
correspondence concerning this refusal showed up in Maxwell Stiles’ column 
in the Long Beach (California) Press-Telegram of May 2—a circumstance 
which will make it difficult to write further letters to Mr. Smith and his pro- 


motion men. 


It was with the idea of helping toward greater effectiveness of his adver- 
tisements that THE BLoop-Horse first cautioned Mr. Smith. The refusal to 


publish copy violently condemning present starting equipment was occasioned 
by the belief that such advertising suggested false conclusions and would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the magazine, racing, and E. M. Smith. 

If further advertisements are offered, they will be accepted or refused ac- 
cording to their propriety. 

Tue Bioop-Horse is delighted that Mr. Smith is attempting to establish 
a means of effecting moving starts in Thoroughbred racing. It has not the 
slightest wish or reason to discourage his attempts in that direction. It wishes 
him full success. But it recognizes that the stall gates which have been used 
in recent years are by far the most satisfactory method of starting which has 
been proved in actual use. When a better method of starting has been demon- 
strated, we make no question that it will be accepted. 

Herewith Robert Hebert offers a report on E. M. Smith and his starting 
device. He recognizes its virtues, doubts its applicability to Thoroughbred 
racing.

afternoon at Hollywood Park an arm failed 
to open, and the track management was

put to considerable bother refunding 
tickets. (1 believe Smith failed to men- 
tion this in his advertisements recounting 
the failures of other gates.) 

His current model is powered by two 
Cadillac V-8 motors of 150-horsepower 
each, one for each set of wheels, plus a 
jeep engine, which operates the  jack- 
knife arm. The arm stretches 80-feet 
across the width of the track and is pro- 
tected by a webbing of four strands of 
airplane cable to keep the horses from 
running into it. (Two drivers have been 
fined this season for charging the gate, 
ie, running into it). When the starter 
judges the horses are all in approximate 
line for the take-off. the gate whips open 
on the order of a jack-knife and the sulky 
race Is on. 

At Santa Anita, the gate runs along an 
eight-foot-wide macadam strip that has 


been set into the track along the out- 
side rail. The pavement has been laid the 
length of the home stretch, and also along 
the six-furlong chute so that races of vary- 
ing distances may be started. From the 
Western Harness Racing Association, 
Smith receives $200 a day for use of his 
gate, and $50 a day when rain (as it has 
twice this season) forces cancellation of 
the sulky program. 

Smith’s next gate will have more speed 
than the 1948 model. The racing car on 
which it is mounted will have three sets 
of wheels. instead of two, and there will 
be three Cadillac V-8 engines of 175-horse- 
power each. No changes are planned in 
the operation of the folding arm. 


UPSTREAM. Now that he is in racing, 
Smith intends to stay. He admits he is 
bullheaded enough to keep trying, al- 
though almost everyone tells him frankly 
the gate will never work in Thoroughbred 


racing. He is a multi-millionaire who got 
that way because he thought he was right 
and finally convinced people that he was. 
The same situation applies to his gate. 

Smith is deadly sincere in his belief 
that his gate is the greatest boon to horse 
racing that has ever come along, and that 
the only reason Thoroughbred tracks do 
not drop everything and adopt it with 
open arms is because all the various stall- 
type gates in operation are owned by stock- 
holders in the associations. In the final 
analysis, it will be up to the people who 
support racing, not those who control it, 
to decide on which gate they like best. 
Smith is confident that a popular vote 
will be cast in favor of his gate. 

If the thing has any merits for starting 
running races. we will know next year. 
Bill Kyne has promised Smith to give the 
gate a trial at his next meeting at Bay 
Meadows in the fall of 1949. Racing fans

Sure Things and Show Betting; 
The Dixie Should Help Stymie 


New YorK 

Citation’s record of creating minus pools 
isn’t quite as extensive as his record of 
victories, but it is enough to suggest that 
New York’s betting regulations may need 
revision, particularly as to stakes events. 
As it stands, by a rule dating from the 
regime of Herbert Bayard Swope, a show 
pool must be operated if there are five 
betting interests in a race. 

This is by no means a universal rule. 
In Kentucky there is the reactionary no- 
tion that a track. like any other business. 
should have something to say about the 
way it is run, and the management has 
the authority to say what pools are run. In 
Florida it is at the discreation of the 
mutuel manager. In Maryland place and 
show pools are not obligatory, as witness 
the Pimlico Special. on which there is only 
straight betting. No attempt has been 
made to investigate conditions in other 
states. since these are enough to show 
that there are differences of opinion among 
racing commissions. 

The notion here is that the New York 
rule may be well enough for overnight 
events. because these are largely under 
control, and a capable racing secretary 
should be able to write races which will 
attract horses evenly matched enough to 
make a show pool feasible. Even here 
a qualification should be made. The pres- 
ent rule was written for a 10 per cent 
take-out. Since then the bite has been 
run up to 15, so that for every $100,000 
bet in a show pool, there is $5,000 less 
to go into the mutuel payoff. 

But a stakes event is something else. 
Any horse of appropriate age (and some- 
times sex) can be entered, regardless of 
his quality or lack of it. If top-flight 
contenders come out with injuries, or drift 
to other fields of endeavor, or are even 
scared out by a superior horse like Armed 
or Citation, the track is absolutely power- 
less to prevent a race involving one crack 
horse and four or five no-goods, which are 
running for second and third money. 

It seems unfair to insist on a show pool 
under such conditions, and the New York 
Racing Commission might very well except 
stakes events, particularly those under 
weight-for-age conditions, from the pres- 
ent ruling. 


ANTIQUITY. Culture raised its classic 
profile at Jamaica last week. There had 
been a minor mishap in the second race, 
in which a 2-year-old filly named Eternal 
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Great had injured herself in the gate and 
had been withdrawn. A claim had been 
put in for her, and the question was, did 
it stand? It did, by the way, but when 
this questioner went over to the office to 
get the exact rule, he came out with a 
book owned by Racing Secretary John B. 
Campbell, named Rome and the Romans. 

The chief interest was that it had a 
diagram, probably from the Roman Racing 
Manual, of the race course of the Circus 
Maximus, revealing that it had a starting 
gate. “Not the United Gate, though,” re- 
marked George Cassidy. 

From the accompanying text it seemed 
that a chap named Marcus Aurelius Liber. 
and not Gordon Richards or Johnny Long- 
den, was the first to win 3,000 races. 
There were colors even then, it seems, and 
bookmakers. There was a passage from 
Ovid, too, remarking that the race course 
was a pretty fair place to pick up a lady. 
Tempora mutantur. But not very fast. 

The New York rule on claiming, it may 
be noted, provides that the title to a 
claimed horse passes at the end of the 
time allotted for claiming. which is to 
say fifteen minutes before post time. Seems 
that some years ago a horse ran off, circled 
the track, and was in some danger of 
piling himself up on the starting gate. 
There was a claim in for him, and the 
stewards got to wondering whose horse 
he was. The rule wasn’t very clear, so 
they got a definite one passed. 


FLEET ENOUGH. Two weeks ago 
note was taken here of the performance of 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 2-year-old filly Our 
Fleet, which won her second start quite 
easily. She came back to action last Wed- 
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nesday in the Frizette Stakes, and though 
she had a harder time of it, she won like 
a good one. She had the No. 1 position, 
and since she isn’t a particularly fast 
breaker, she was out-speeded at first by 
Be Sure. The far corner at Jamaica js 
no place to go through on the inside—at 
least I see a lot of horses drop back there 
-—and Arcaro brought the filly out where 
he’d be sure to have room to run. 

The customers preferred the chances of 
John S. Phipp’s slightly more experienced 
Gay Mood, and in the upper stretch it 
seemed they were right. But when Ar. 
caro got Our Fleet to going, she ate up 
her field and won by a bit more than a 
length. As you'd guess, she’s by Count 
Fleet, and is his first stakes winner. She 
hadn't run in slop before, but she seemed 
to handle it well enough. 


FOURTH. Pimlico, as usual, seemed 
to bring out the best in Fervent. which 
won the Dixie nicely, and gave Warren 
Wright his fourth Dixie cup. He had 
won his first stakes there, beating Fault 
less for the Walden at two, and last year 
he ran the race of his life to head Cosmic 
Bomb in the Pimlico Special. In all three 
races he’s had a stablemate to help, but 
never got any help from them. 

The weights for the Dixie had Stymie 
giving Fervent six pounds. At Jamaica, 
Jack Campbell saw it differently and 
ranked Fervent only one pound below 
Stymie for the Gallant Fox, at the same 
distance. 

To do a little second guessing, the 
Campbell ranking seems the more accu- 
rate, because a five-pound adjustment in 
the Dixie would have brought the two 
closer together, Fervent’s margin being a 
length and half. 

A few people criticized McCreary for 
starting too late with Stymie, but that 
wasn't it. Stymie had had only one race 
before the Dixie, because none of the 
overnight races to which he is eligible 
will fill. His rush, if it had kept on, 
would have caught Fervent, I think, but 
Stymie got a little tired in the last fur- 
long. He'll be the better for the race. 

It must also be acknowledged that Fer- 
vent won rather easily, and he would have 
had something to fight back with if Stymie 
had come to him. The Dixie drew an ex- 
cellent field, confirming a suspicion here 
that this year’s handicap racing may be 
the best in years.

Elmendorf Policy 
Will Be Continued 


Elmendorf Farm will continue to operate 
as a Thoroughbred breeding  establish- 
ment with little or no deviation from the 
policies of the last few years, it was 
learned this week. 

The historic establishment now is owned 
by Peter A. B. Widener 3rd, who plans to 
continue the breeding of yearlings for the 
sales market, as has been the Elmendorf 
policy since 1944, 

Under terms of the will of his father, 
the late P. A. B. Widener 2nd, young Mr. 
Widener will receive all the Elmendorf 
property. including about 1,287 acres of 
land, and the breeding stock. In addition 
to the broodmares and young horses, the 
stallions Roman and Unbreakable are in- 
cluded. The 24-year-old stallion Chance 
Shot has been retired from service. The 
fast Polynesian, which made his first stud 
season at Elmendorf this year, belongs to 
Mrs. P. A. B. Widener 2nd. 

The will designated that P. A. B. Wid- 
ener 3rd is to receive the farm, his father’s 
personal jewelry, some family portraits, 
racing trophies, and other items. Mrs. 
Widener receives a life interest in the 
family residence at Haverford, Pa.. and 
other considerations. Miss Ella Anne 
Widener. the daughter. also was provided 
for in the will. 

As a Thoroughbred nursery, Elmendorf 
Farm dates from 1871, probably the long- 
est consecutive term for any major breed- 
ing establishment in America. After under- 
going various ownerships, it was acquired 
by the late Joseph E. Widener, who de- 
veloped it into one of the most beautiful 
as well as one of the most successful 
breeding farms in the country. 

Elmendorf this year plans to sell 12 
colts and 14 fillies at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales. They are being prepared by 
Manager Glenn Tomlinson. 


Bimelech’s First Nine 


By some mischance. THE BLoop-Horse 
reported last week (page 309) that the 
first crop of foals by the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley's Bimelech included 21 horses. 
Actually there were only nine registered 
foals in the first crop, born in 1942.

For months after his arrival at Circle 
M Farm from Marcel Boussac’s Haras 
Fresnay le Buffard in Normandie, *Goya

Later Goyama crossed the Channel to 
England and won the Ormonde Stakes.

Fervent, Carolyn A., Rampart 
Add New Twists to Old Stories 


Habit reared its head on three fronts 
last week-end: Calumet Farm continued 
its tradition of winning the 1,%;-mile Dixie 
Handicap. A Ben F. Whitaker entry won 
another stakes at Jamaica. Mrs. Helen 
K. Haggerty’s 6-year-old mare Rampart 
showed that under suitable conditions. 
she can take care of herself in the handi- 
cap division. 

Since Armed was not ready for the 
issue, Calumet sent out a pair of 4-year- 
olds for the Dixie. They were Fervent 
and Faultless, which the Wright establish- 
ment had used as a relay team in the 3- 
year-old division last year. At the begin- 
ning of 1947, Handicapper Jack Camp- 
bell had estimated Fervent’s potential at 
123 pounds, in the Experimental Handi- 
cap, and Faultless at 119. For the Dixie. 
Handicapper Charles McLennan main- 
tained the four-pound differential—Fer- 
vent carried 121, Faultless 117. Stymie, 
now in his sixth year of competition, 
carried top weight of 127. 

The Calumet plan seemed to call for 
Faultless to speed up the early pace. with 
Fervent closing in the stretch. It didn’t 
work out in full detail, but Faultless did 
lay close to Butler and Contest as they 
alternated in the lead. Fervent ran along 
in fourth place. Stymie. of course, was 
last or next to last to the far turn, where 
Conn McCreary started him up on the out- 
side. 

But LeRoy Pierson started with Fervent 
at the same time, and though Stymie 
showed his usual dash in the stretch, the 
Calumet 4-year-old held him safe under 
a hand ride and won by 1% lengths. Sty- 
mie was a clean-cut second, but it took a 
photograph to separate Incline, Contest. 
and Faultless, which finished noses apart 
in that order. 

Fervent joined Whirlaway. Sun Again. 
and Armed, Calumet’s previous winners 
of the Dixie. And the $21.950 first money 
brought his earnings to $245,685. This 
placed him on the list of the first 50 
leading U.S. money winners, where he 
was in company with Armed, Whirlaway, 
Citation, Bewitch, and Pot o’ Luck, also 
from the Calumet barn. 


FAMILY PARTY. Carolyn A.’s win in 
the first running of the 1;4-mile Firenze 
Handicap at Jamaica established another 
landmark for B. F. Whitaker. His My 
Request had won both sections of the 
Experimental Handicap and had taken the 
Wood Memorial at Jamaica; the earnings 
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in these races had moved him well past 
the $100,000-mark. The 4-year-old filly 
Carolyn A. used the Firenze purse to 
skip past the hundred-grand mark and 
give the Whitaker stable its fifth stakes 
of the Jamaica meeting. 

Carolyn A. raced well forward from the 
start, gained the lead over Gallorette at 
the head of the stretch, and won by 214 
lengths. Gallorette also was strategically 
placed but weakened at the end. Red 
Shoes, the early leader, was third. At 
126 pounds Gallorette was giving 12 
pounds to the winner. The $5,000 second 
money placed her earnings at $371, 283. 

Ben Whitaker this year has entered the 
$100.000-bracket with two of his home- 
breds. His very successful young stallion 
Requested, sire of My Request, also gained 
a hundred-grand rating As a sire. Carolyn 
A.’s hundred thousand brought Question- 
naire’s record in this respect to four—he 
previously had sired Requested, Free for 
All, and Hash, which earned in excess of 
$100,000 each. 

The Whitaker accomplishments have re- 
mained pretty much in the family—My Re- 
quest and Carolyn A. are descended from 
the Whitaker broodmare Albania (Carolyn 
A. is a daughter, My Request a grandson). 
And Carolyn A. is by Questionnaire, My 
Request is by Requested, a son of Ques- 
tionnaire. 


SHARP SWORD. In the Valley Forge. 
Garden State Park’s mile feature of May 
8, Rampart wore down Rippey in the 
stretch, beat the Helis 5-year-old a neck. 
*Senoril, a South American importation, 
took third money. Rippey gave the win- 
ner seven pounds by scale, plus the five- 
pound sex allowance. He drifted out in 
the stretch, caused *Senoril to change his 
course. The latter in turn bore over on 
Knockdown, which finished fourth. A 
claim of foul against *Senoril was not 
allowed. 

Rampart had emerged as a giant-killer 
earlier in the year. when she beat Armed 
and Incline in the Gulfstream Park Handi- 
cap. She slew no such giant as Armed in 
the Valley Forge. but showed that given 
a chance, she can be hard to beat.

Does Insemination 


Do Any Good? 


The following notes are from 
Major Bernard F. Trum, of the 
Army Veterinary Corps, Fort 
Robinson, Neb. They came in 
the form of a letter to Alex 
Bower, managing editor of THE 
BLoop-Horsr, and are appropri- 
ated here as a part of the current 
symposium on the subject of im- 
pregnation. In his own series of 
articles Major Trum later may 
find time for a more extended 
discussion of the subject. 


I received your note regarding the dis- 
cussion by Mr. Ebelhardt and Mr. Kenney 
about the artificial impregnation of mares 
as an adjunct to natural cover. I regret 
that I shall not have time at present to 
write on that subject. However, [Il pass 
on a few remarks for what they may be 
worth. 

Although both men have approached 
the subject from a different point of view, 
I can see no argument stated or conclu- 
sions drawn except that Mr. Ebelhardt 
doubts that such a procedure is of much 
value. and Mr. Kenney believes that it 
is. Both are healthy attitudes, but they 
will not answer the question. They merely 
pose it. 

Some time ago. while reading the letters 
of Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, I came 
across three principles of thought and 
action. You will perhaps tire of their 
repetition for I use them often. They are: 
not to take authority when I can have the 
facts; not to guess when I can know; not 
to think a man (or a horse, I add) must 
take a physic because he is sick. 

In this case the first principle applies. 
Nothing is settled by gathering a group of 
farm managers and_ veterinarians and 
taking a vote. Unless they have the facts 
on which to base their opinion, they are 
guessing. There is no need of guessing 
about something of which we may know 
the facts. if not immediately. certainly 
within a few years if accurate records are 
kept. Needless to say. the records should 
be used to find the facts, not to prove an 
opinion. (There may be a difference.) 

Perhaps you'll think I’m like the fellow 
loafing around home naked because he 
knew no one was coming. but he kept his 
hat on in case anyone did come. Never- 
theless I'm going to say that I enjoyed 
both the articles written on this subject 
and agree with a few generalizations from 
each one. 

Artificial insemination of animals is an 
established procedure, and is at least the 
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equal of natural cover when done by prop- 
erly trained personnel. The abuse of a 
faculty should not be used as an argument 
for the elimination of that faculty—it is 
the abuse that should be attacked and not 
the faculty. 


In other words, if it should be found 
that artificial insemination causes harm 
under certain conditions, those conditions 
should be changed. For an owner to in- 
struct the veterinarian to “inseminate the 
mare” at the time of natural cover by the 
horse is a very short-sighted policy, as it 
relieves the veterinarian of responsibility 
in the act, and deprives the owner of ex- 
pert opinion on the subject of whether or 
not it is advisable to inseminate at that 
time. 

Mr. Ebelhardt brought up a point which 
Mr. Kenney failed to appreciate. He wrote 
of mares becoming pregnant which should 
not have become pregnant for their own 
good or that of subsequent offspring. As 
I understand this, it did not pertain merely 
to the act of conception as interpreted by 
Mr. Kenney. To give an example: out in 
the range country it is not uncommon for 
2-year-old fillies to have foals. The per- 
centage of mares in this group which have 
trouble foaling is very high. Therefore 
it can be said that although they conceive 
and have offspring. it would be better if 
they were not given that opportunity at 
that time. 

Perhaps we do many special things like 
artificially inseminating, injecting hor- 
mones. finding the true heat and ovulation 
periods of irregular mares. ete., only to 
get a mare in foal that for some reason not 
known to us would have been better off 
barren for that year. Certainly we do 
not know enough about these things to 
condemn any of these practices and we 
all know of some excellent foals produced 
through these special practices. However, 
critical observation of the results will pro- 
duce the right answers in time. 


Sut to get down to the $64 questions: 
Does artificial insemination used regularly 
as an adjunct to natural breeding do any 
good? Does it do any harm? 

I believe that the records at this Re- 
mount depot could answer those questions. 
and I shall try to assemble that informa- 
tion when the opportunity presents itself. 
A hasty perusal of the records of three 
years revealed the following: 


In 1941, 50 per cent of the mares were 
“capsuled” as well as covered by the stal- 
lion, and the other 50 per cent received 
only a natural cover. The results were 
the same. 


In 1943 all of the mares in the band 
were “capsuled” as well as naturally bred. 
In 1946 none of the mares was. artifici- 
ally bred in any way. The conception 
rate, that is. the number of mares which 
conceived out of the number bred. was 
exactly the same each year. 


During the year 1943, there were 1.6 
covers made per each foal produced, 
whereas in 1946 there were 2.5. covers 
made per each foal produced. However, 
during 1946 it was customary to “double 
cover” a mare, and only single covers were 


made in 1943. 


It is known that double covers are 
very wasetful of the horse but we are 
using them even now in order to determine 
certain facts. There is no question that a 
single cover plus artificial insemination 
is a more efficient use of the stallion than 
a double cover. However, there is serious 
doubt that artificial insemination used with 
a single natural cover is more saving of 
the stallion than a natural cover alone, for 
it took 1.4 heat periods to settle a mare 
in 1943, and 1.3 heat periods in 1946, 
Hence it appears from these records that 
the regular use of artificial insemination 
as an adjunct to natural cover is without 
value. This must not be taken as a con- 
demnation of its use, however, for I know 
of many special cases wherein it could be 
be of much value. As for the second ques. 
tion (Does it do any harm?) I regret that 
I cannot substantiate an answer pro or 
con. 


I just treated an icterus neonatorum colt 
(very severe reactor, too) with multiple 
transfusions of blood from its sire and 
sister, plus injectionable vitamins, with 
wonderful results. There is great satis- 
faction in bringing a little fellow who is 
so close to death that he cannot twitch a 
muscle, back to health and life again. 


What was the name of that horse you 
said would win the Derby? 


Whose Prestige? 


(From Colonel Frank Moss, Toronto, 
Canada.) 


On page 174 of your April issue, Mr. 
Joe Palmer says “The prestige of the 
British Thoroughbred . . . is currently 
lower than it has ever been in my life- 

Well. the first horse in the Derby. Ci- 
tation, seems to have 15 out of 16 horses 
in his fourth generation bred in England, 
and the sixteenth, though bred in France. 
is by an English horse, Flying Fox. 

Coaltown has only 14 out of 16 bred in 
England. and he has one American cross. 

If the prestige of the British horse is 
low what about—well—what about some 
others? 

Mr. Palmer should be more careful of 
his own prestige.

Competition at Delaware Park 


Delaware Park reports a record break- 
ing entry of 1,114 horses for the 15 stakes 
to be decided during its 30-day meeting 
scheduled to open May 29. 

Eleven of the stakes closed April 15, 
with a total entry of 892. Two earlier 
closing stakes, the Leonard Richards and 
the Delaware Oaks, had previously drawn 
131 nominations. The pair of jumping 
races run in conjunction. with Belmont 
Park, Saratoga, and Pimlico closed with 
91 entries. 

Last year 14 stakes offered at Delaware 
drew 1,075 nominations. 

With the exception of the two jumping 
stakes on which the values are set by the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion, Delaware’s minimum stakes offering 
is $10,000. 

Three of the stakes are worth $25,000 
each. These are the New Castle Handi- 
cap. for fillies and mares three years old 
and upward; the Kent Stakes, for 3-year- 
olds; and the Sussex Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and upward. 

The Leonard Richards Stakes, for 3- 
year-olds, and the Delaware Oaks, for 3- 
year-old fillies, both with an added value 
of $20,000, are expected to gross in ex- 
cess of $25,000 each. 


Jockey Wayne D. Wright has been en- 
gaged as contract rider for the Jaclyn 
Stable.

Stricken Suddenly 


Gustavo Zepeda Carranza, one of the 
prime movers in the recent growth of 
Mexican racing, was at the Hippodromo de 
las Americas on May 4, inspecting his 
racing string. He became suddenly ill, 
started for a doctor’s office, died before 
he could get there. 

The 52-year-old Mevico City importer, 
who aspired to the title of the “Colonel 
Bradley of Mexico,” won the Derby Mexi- 
cano in 1944 with Seeing Eye, a *Bull 
Dog colt he had purchased from Cold- 
stream Stud. This year he again won the 
3-year-old classic with the Irish-bred *The 
Gike, by Embargo—Lady Rio, by Roidore. 
Be Fearless, a purchase from Idle Hour 
Farm, finished second for him in 1945. 

Be Fearless was one of the favorites for 
the year’s renewal of the Handicap de las 
Americas, run last Sunday at the Hippo- 
dromo. 

*The Gike was one of a shipment of six 
colts, ranging in age from yearlings to 4- 
year-olds, which Carranza imported from 
England last summer to bolster the 
strength of his stable and stud. 

In 1944 Mr. Carranza, Bruno Pagliai, 
and Carlos Gomez bought 22 mares, all 
in foal, all with foals at side, from Henry 
Knight. The mares were part of the Val- 
dina Farm holdings that Mr. Knight had 
purchased en masse earlier in the year. 

Mr. Carranza was a member of the Na- 
tional Racing Commision of Mexico. 

Survivors include his widow, a son, Gus- 
tavo Zepeda, Jr., and a daughter, Helena. 


Robert Castle 


Robert Castle, a native of Peoria, IIl., 
had been an advertising executive for 
the Montgomery Ward company in Chi- 
cago. In 1926, deciding he had enough 
of the advertising business, he resigned 
his position and settled down to devoting 
himself entirely to his racing interests 
around Chicago. 

In 1931 he and William L. Brann got 
together, established Branncastle Farm in 
Maryland, engaged C. J. Fitz Gerald to 
buy an outstanding horse for them. Mr. 
Fitz Gerald went to England, reportedly 
= $100,000, returned with *Challenger 
nd. 

At the time of purchase, Messrs. Brann 
and Castle had hoped to race *Challenger 
2nd in this country, but an accident in 
which the Swynford horse was badly cut 
on a piece of barbed wire shortly before 
being shipped from England effectively 
blocked all racing plans for the horse.

Roebuck and Company, and a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Board of Trade. he had 
a 160-acre farm at Gray Lake, III. 

He was best known in racing as the 
owner of the stakes winner and_ sire 
Xavier, by Whichone—Xanthina, by My 
Play, which he sold a few years ago along 
with the rest of his breeding stock. Re- 
cently he had raced on a small scale, and 
owned some horses in partnership with 
Trainer Tom B. Young. 

Mr. Sears is survived by his sister, Mrs. 
Sylvia Sears Gardner, of Evanston, Il. 


Jockey Albert Bodiou 
On Friday. May 7, Mrs. Albert  E. 


Bodiou was visiting relatives in Washing- 
ton, D. C., with her two children. She 
telephoned her husband, Jockey Albert 
Bodiou. in Louisville. Mrs. Ida Ruth, 
landlady at the Bodiou apartment, received 
no response when she called the jockey to 
the telephone. She summoned firemen, 
who broke into the locked room, found the 
32-year-old rider dead of a pistol wound. 

The Jefferson County coroner’s office, 
after hearing testimony as to the jockey’s 
despondency over ill health and_ over- 
weight, gave a verdict of suicide. 

Born in Winnipeg. Manitoba, in 1916, 
Bodiou started riding in 1935. He was 
astride his first winner, Pekisko, at Whit- 
tier Park on September 11 of that year. 
Since then he had had 4,598 mounts for 
a record of 635 winners, 607 seconds and 
547 thirds. His mounts won $1.140.164 
in purses. 

Bodiou rode at times for the J. E. 
Widener stable and for Howard Wells. 
His most recent connection was with the 
William Crump string. He was aboard 
Equifox for Howard Wells when the son 
of Equipoise won the first division of the 
Equipoise Mile in 1945. He won the 
Beverly Handicap with Traffic Court, the 
Chicago Handicap with Three Dots, the 
Falls City Handicap with Misty Isle, the 
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Churchill Downs Handicap with Equifox, 
and won other stakes races. 

Besides his widow and two children, 
Bodiou also leaves his father, F. Bodiou, 
of Saskatchewan, Canada. 


R. W. Morrison 


R. W. Morrison, Texas capitalist and 
horse breeder, died April 3, at 67. 

Morrison’s first interest in horses was 
in Saddlebreds. He established Anacacho 
Ranch near Spofford, Texas. in 1930, de- 
veloped it into one of the leading Saddle 
horse nurseries in the country. Late in 
1940 he purchased the stallion Whichone 
from C. V. Whitney. disposing of his 
Saddle horse holdings at about the same 
time. Whichone stayed in Kentucky for 
two years after his purchase by Mr. Mor- 
rison, then was taken to Texas. Morri- 
son also brought the stallion Dogpatch to 
Texas. 

A member of the board of directors of 
the former Texas Thoroughbred Associa- 
tion, Morrison was also head of the Pan- 
American Corporation, which operated 
several Texas hotels. He was a delegate 
to the London Economic Conference in 


1933. 


Clarence F. Price 


Clarence F. Price, 67, retired employeé 
of Churchill Downs, died on April 12 at 
his home in Louisville. 

Price was sports editor of the Louisville 
Evening Post from 1906 to 1909, and 
became a club house employee at Church- 
ill Downs in the latter year. He was con- 
nected with the Downs until his retire- 
ment in 1946. 

His father was the widely known racing 
official Charles F. Price, steward at the 
Louisville track and other tracks for many 
years. 

Price is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Ethel Price; a daughter, Mrs. Howard 
Hunn and a son, Charles Price of Lex- 
ington. 


Pete Coyne’s Will 


Peter W. Coyne, who died March 26 in 
Louisville. left an estate of $157,990. The 
will, probated last week. distributed the 
assets among relatives, friends, and in- 
stitutions. The two largest bequests, $25,- 
000 each, were to his two sisters, Miss 
Anna Coyne and Mrs. Katherine Meyers, 
of Lexington. His brother-in-law, Thomas 
McKenna, of Lexington, and his niece, 
Mrs. Agnes C. Conneighton, of Newport, 
Ky., were given $10,000 each. Among the 
bequests to friends were $2,500 each to 
Alex B. Gordon and Jake Lowenstein. 


Lt. Daniel J. Mahany 


Burial services for Lt. Daniel J. Mahany, 
Jr., were held at the Camp Nelson National 
Cemetery, near Nicholasville, Ky., on April 


15. He had died in action on Iwo Jima 
on March 26, 1945. 

Before entering the Army Air Corps, 
Lieutenant Mahany was business manager 
of Calumet Farm. He also had been em. 
ployed at Claiborne Stud, and prior to be. 
coming business manager for Calumet was

Kearns. He was a member of the Thor. 


oughbred Club of America, and had been 
president of the Young Horsemen’s Club, 
of Lexington, and the Lexington Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Survivors include his father, stepmother, 
three brothers, and a sister. 


Lord Derby’s Will 


The net estate of Lord Derby, who died 
February 4, was $7,124,660. Most of the 
personal property was left to his widow, 

Lord Derby’s grandson who succeeds to 
the title is expected to carry on the racing 
stable, continuing a family tradition which 
is older than England’s recorded racing 
history.

course of C. B. Bohn and Peter A. Markey, Detroit 
industrialists. Piet is the French-Swiss version of 
Pete, Mr. Markey’s nickname. 

Grand Slam was bought by Bohn and Markey 
in 1934. They paid $22,000 at private sale for 11 
yearlings bred by John Oliver Keene; Grand Slam 
was among them. The colt was trained by R. E. 
Potts, who now trains Piet. He won the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, Pimlico Nursery, and Arlington Fu- 
turity Stakes at two, received a tendon injury and 
did not race again until five. 

He was retired to stud at Mr. Keene’s Keeneland 
Stud, Lexington. Mr. Keene had an- interest in 
him, and after the noted horseman’s death in 1943, 
Grand Slam was bought at auction for $75,000. 
The syndicate that bought him comprised Bohn 
and Markey, Mr. Knight, William Helis, Fred B. 
Koontz, and Frederick Peters. Since then Grand 
Slam has been standing at Almahurst. 

Valdina Lark, dam of Piet, was bought from 
the Greenwich Stud consignment to the 1939 Sara- 
toga Sales by the late Emerson F. Woodward’s 
Valdina Farms for $5,200. It was the highest 
price brought by any of the Greenwich yearlings. 
The filly average that year was $1,565. After 
winning for Valdina Farms at two, Valdina Lark 
was placed in the stud. 

Mr. Woodward was killed in a railroad crossing 
accident in 1943. In January, 1944, Mr. Knight 
bought all the Thoroughbreds at Valdina Farms 
and sold most of them. Valdina Lark was one of 
the mares. She was sold to Bohn and Markey. 

On April 3, 1947, Piet set a track record of 
:46% for four furlongs at Gulfstream Park. He 
hit the finish line with all four legs extended, like 
a hobby horse, as shown in a photograph in Tue 
Bioop-Horse of April 19, 1947, page 138. 

Last year Piet won the Arlington Futurity, Rich- 
ard Johnson, and Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes, 
and was third in the Primer Stakes. He is the 
second stakes winner of the year for Grand Slam. 
The other is Seven Hearts, winner of the Diamond 
Jubilee Handicap at the New Orleans Fair Grounds 
on January 3.

Thomas J. Healey 
trained four winners of the race, Pillory, 
Vigil, Display, and Dr. Freeland. 

In the nineteenth century no adequate 
record of trainers was kept. Thus the 
column listing trainers is based, in the 
early years, on the memories of older 
horsemen. The list given above follows 


the compilation of Pimlico’s press depart- 
ment. It differs in several places from the 
tabulation made by THe Btoop-Horse, 
which had its last previous publication 
in 1943.

From 
then until 1932 the Preakness was run 
first. In 1932 and since the Preakness 
Stakes has followed the Derby. 
TropHy—Since 1917 the famous Wood- 
lawn Vase has been presented to the 
owner of the Preakness winner and is re- 
tuned by him each succeeding year to 
the owner of the next winner. A model of 
the Woodlawn Vase is presented as a per- 
manent trophy to each owner. 
Name—Milton H. Sanford had a small 
New Jersey farm, which took its name 
from Preakness Creek, a tributary of the 
Passaic River. Mr. Sanford owned a big. 
coarse colt, son of Lexington and Bay Leaf, 
which in the fall of 1870 won the first 
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running of the Dinner Party Stakes (now 
the Dixie Handicap) at Pimlico. The 
colts name, Preakness, was taken from 
the estate of his owner. In 1872, when 
Gov. Oden Bowie, president of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club. and other prominent 
Turfmen in Maryland made their plans 
for a 3-year-old race to be the feature of 
the Baltimore spring meeting of 1873 they 
chose the name of Preakness Stakes for 
the race, in commemoration of the first 
Dinner Party Stakes and its winner. Preak- 
ness was bred by R. A. Alexander at 
Woodburn Stud, Spring Station, Ky., and 
was sold as a yearling to Mr. Sanford for 
$2.000. top price of the 1868 sale at Wood- 
burn. He did not start until October of 
his 3-year-old season, when he won the

Dinner Party Stakes. worth $18,500. The 
following season he defeated the cracks 
Glenelg and Helmbold in the Westchester 
Cup. In six seasons he started 37 times 
and won 17 races. In the summer of 1875. 
as an 8-year-old. he ran a great race to 
dead-heat Springbok in the Saratoga Cup, 
and Mr. Sanford decided to include him 
in the string he was sending to England. 
The horse was of little account in England 
and, after a few unfruitful seasons in the 
stud, was destroyed in the fall of 1881, 
because of the violent temper he had de- 
veloped. He was a massive animal with 
a bull neck and heavy quarters, very 
coarse, but one of the finest racers of the 
reconstruction period following the war.

can cast their votes then, if any are needed 
to decide the issue. 

Operators of Santa Anita Park and Hol- 
lywood Park, quite naturally, do not want 
to enter into any controversy with Smith 
over the feasibility of his gate for Thor- 
oughbred races. They see no advantage 
in rapping another man’s sport just for 
the hell of it. They are satisfied with 
their gates, the customers are satisfied, 
and there the matter ends until something 
better comes along. 

For some expert criticism, Smith need 
go no further than his own field of harness 
racing. William Mills, starter of the 
Thoroughbred races at Santa Anita and 
a paddock judge for the trots, has had 
experience in both sports. ‘Such a gate,” 
Mills says, “would set Thoroughbred rac- 
ing back where it was 20 years ago. Thor- 
oughbreds are constantly shifting their 
hindquarters and crowding. It would be 
impossible to keep them either straight or 
in line.” 

Few Thoroughbred trainers this reporter 
has attempted to interview have seen the 
harness gate in operation. Jockey Ralph 
Neves watched it, and promptly con- 
mented: “It favors the inside horse.” 

Every horseman will agree that a run- 
ning start relieves the strain on tendons; 
that it would prevent a lot of horses from 
breaking down, but there is no assurance 
of even starts or that a $50,000 yearling 
will not be kicked by another horse while 
waiting to gallop up to the gate in the 
approved manner.
